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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues in the remark that the 
operand registers do not constitute a teaching or suggestion of an "analyzer circuit" and in addition the cited reference does not disclose 
the tags determination is based on the data within the operands. The examiner respecfully submits that the cited reference clearly 
disclose the analyzer circuit in Figure 4 (e.g. 24 and 26 in Figure 1; 116-2 and 118-2 in Figure 4; and col. 7 lines 10-17; and col. 3 lines 
10-15). In addition, the tags determination is based on the data within the operands obviously seen in Figure 4, particularly the tag 
generator 150.. 
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
